this, women have no confidence In olhers
of their own sex, and any tomale wno valued her
reputation would hesitnte long beforanecepiing
the position of President, Hcrcr«lariv or Trea-
surer of any organization eontrolled by and de-
slgned to bepedu working women. They never
give credil to their sisiers for purely disinte-
rested motives, nod, earuing and handling only
small saums of mouey, they bhave not isith to
belleve Lhat Lhose entrusted wilth large amounts
can possibly resist the opportuully of appro-
priating n pordon of It to thelr own ases, I
therefore think it mere folly 1o talk of brades’
nolens or business combinations for women,

As for the Invenling new trades and employ-
menits lor them, that I8 equally fuolish, us Lthe
luxurles or necessities ol soclety alone ean
grente the demaund for new bimnches of Inbor,
Noone cap expeol success in the invention of
g trade not demaunded by the wanis of the com -
munity. Indeed, thers is no dearth of ocoupa-
tion at present for man or woman, Throughout
the lengih and breadth of the lnud the prolifie
earth is offering nbundanece of heallhfal, remu-
nerative, aud manly occupation for men,whilst
there are dozens of the lighter mechanioal
trades which may and will be opened to women
whenever they are meutally and physleally
flited to take them: und uotil they do gquanlily
themeelves Lo fill them, they will and shoald be
kept out of them, A woman's necessities, how
ever much they may appeal to Lthe sy mpathiles,
donot entitle her to take rank wilh a compe-
tent person in office or mmmmcmr{. The Mot
that she is starving on needlework at twenly
or thirty cens per day %\\‘htvh would be vetter

ald I 1L were beller done), does not make (t
mperative upon the humane and just Lo talkke
her Into printing, welograph, of other offices nt
£2 or 8260 per day,

When women are, by proper tralning, pre-
pared to engage in the same business in the
snme shops with meon—when, by an approntice-
ship of the same duration to the spine trade,
they are able to accomplish an equnl nmonnt of
work as well as skitled artisans—then, and ol
wndil then, shiould they expect or wish to recelve
the sume pay. There should be no sex in labor,
aud no matter how strong o feellng of chilvalry
mayv exlst among men towards women 1o social
relgtions, in maotiers of business equal and
exnct justice Is all that should be desired and
all (LAt 18 really desleable, It s simply prepos-
terous oy woimen togo as learners for tnree or
slx months Into a printing or telegraph omMice,
and &t the énd of that time expoct Lo receive
the snmae pay as Lhe mechanle who understands
every detull of s business which he has spent
fve Or seven years Lo acquire,

Tlhe gistof the matter 18 jost this:—Parants
(no matter how hard they may have worked
themselves), accepling a8 gospel the teachings
of thelr pastors, who proclaim all efforts to
render women independent ns opposed to the
“honor, beauty, and dignity” of the sex, as
wull n8 Lo Lhe design of God, bring up thair
femnle children to be useless and dependent:

smoked the soothiug narghitl, and dropped, st
the luet, into trunguil reposo, lulied by sonsuous
Odors HIom unsren censers, by the geutle luflu-
tnoe of the narghilts Perzian tobaeoo, und by
the music ol lountiins that counterieited the
paitering of summer ralp,

That was the picture, just ns T got 1t from in-
cendiary books of travel, Itwasa poor, misers
ble lrmud, The reality 2 no more like 1% thau
the Five Poinm ave Bke the Garden of Eden,
Thuy received me ln a grent court, paved with
warble slabs; pround It were broad galleries,
oue above unother, carpeted with seedy mattiug,
ralled with pnpalnted balusteades, and fornlshed
with buge, nekoty ebmirs, cushioned with rusty
old mattresses indented with lmpressions lefe
by the forms of nine snccessive gentrations of
men who had repored upon them. The place
wus viesl, niked, dreury—its court a barn, s
gpalleries stalls for human horses. The cadava-
rous, halt-nude varieta that served in the estp
blishment had nothing of poetry in their uppesr-
avce, nothing of romance, nothing of Ortentul
gplendor. They shed no entrancing odors—just
the conutrary. Their hupgry eyceand their lank
forme continuully suggesied one glaring, unsen-
timental act—they wunted a “square moal.”

1 went u‘r into one of the racks and un-
dressed, u unclean sturveling wrapped a
gandy table-cloth about my loinsy and hung a
white 1og over my shoulders. 1f I had had a
tub then, It would have come natural with me
to take in waching, 1 was then condueted
down stairs nto '.Fl!m wet, slippery conrt, and
the first thinge that atiracted my fttention were
my heels, My {all excited no comment. They
expeoled it, no doubt, It belonged in the list
of softening, sensuond ifnfluences pecoline to
this home of Eastern luxury. IL was goften-
ing enough, certainly: but Iyls application was
vol happy. They now gave me a pair of wooden
clogs, benches in mivisture, with leather
straps over them to confine my feet (which
they wonld huve doue, only I do not wear No,
18s). These things dangled uncomfortably by
the straps when I lifted up my feet, and came
down in awkward and unexpected places
when 1 put them on the foor again, and some-
times turned sidewnys and wrenched my ankles
out of joint, However, it was all Oriental
luaury, and 1 did what | could to enjoy it.

They put me in another part of the barn and
laid me on a stufly sort of pallet, which was not
made of cloth of gold or Persian shawls, but
wis merely the unpretending sort of thing I
linve seen in the negro quarters of Arkansas,
There was nothing whatever in this dim marble
prison but five more of these biers.
